4. Comment will be terminated if it is irrelevant, repetitious, or disruptive. 

5. The chairman reserves the right to set aside a specific portion of the meeting 
for public comments. 

6. Failure to adhere to the direction of the Chairman in applying these Rules 
may result in removal from the hearing room.
